1. THE COMPANY AND SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

THE COMPANY - The Company is a Financial Industry Regulatory
Authority Registered Broker and Dealer. Commission revenues are
generated predominantly from the sale of private placement
securities.

INCOME RECOGNITION - Securities transactions and the commission
revenue and expense are recorded in the accounts on a trade date
basis. '

INCOME TAXES - The Company has elected "S" corporation status,
effective since 2001. Under these provisions, the Company generally
does not pay Federal corporate income taxes on its taxable income.
Instead, the stockholders are liable for individual Federal income
taxes based upon the Company's taxable income.

RELATED PARTIES - The Company has agreed to pay a commission expense
equal to all commission income to an affiliated single member LLC.
Both the Company and the LLC and solely owned and controlled by the
same individual. Pursuant to an expense agreement between the
Company and the LLC, the LLC will pay all non-commission expenses on
behalf of the Company. In accordance with the expense agreement and
FINRA guidance the payment of expenses by the LLC on behalf of the
Company constitutes a capital contribution. Expenses for common
items between the Company and the LLC are allocated between the two
entities, whereas expenses due solely from the Company are allocated
solely to the Company.

ESTIMATES AND ASSUMPTIONS - Management uses estimates and
assumptions in preparing financial statements. Those estimates and
assumptions affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities,
the disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities, and the
reported revenues and expenses.

FAIR VALUE OF FINANCIAL INSTRUMENTS - The carrying value of cash,
receivables and accounts payable approximate fair value due to the
short maturity of these instruments. \

3. NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

Uniform Net Capital Rule (Rule 15c¢3-1), which requires the
maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the ratio of
aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not
exceed 15 to 1.
